Court-Martial.—A general court-mar- 
tial assembied at Troy, on Wednesday 
Jast, for the trial of Col. Apam Ya'tEs ; 
of which Brig. Gen. Ten Broeck, of Co- 
lumbia, was President. Major John Rus- 
sell, of Troy, was appointed judge-advo- 
cate. The arrest was made by Major- 
Gen. David Thomas. The merits of the 
charges were not investigated; but as 
they originally proceeded from a spirit of 
persecution, and beng of the most frivo- 
lous nature, no apprehension was enter- 
tained as to the result. Several prelimi- 
nary objections to the arrest were made 
by Col. Yates’ counsel; and among oth- 
ers, that Gen. Thomas’ removal to Alba- 
ny, without the beat of the division, wos 
a virtual resignation of his office; and 
that therefore the arrest was illegal. The 
court decided in favor of the objections, 
and discharged Col. Yates from his ar- 
rest.—Lansingburgh Gazette.

Wasntnerton City, Nov. 29. 
The President’s Message. 


Fellow-citizene of the Senate, 

and of the House of Refiresentatives, 

At the period of our last meeting, I 
had the satisfaction of communicating an 
adjustment with one of the principal belli- 
gerent nations, highly important in itself. 
and still more so, as presaging a more ex- 
tended accommodation. It is with deep 
concern, I am now to inform you, that the 
favorable prospect has been overclouded, 
by a refusal of the British government to 
abide by the act of its Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary, and by its ensuing policy towards 
the United States, as seen through the 
communication of the minister sent to re- 
place him. 

Whatever pleas may be urged for a dis- 
avowal of engagements formed by diplo- 
matic functionaries, in cases where by the 
terms of the engagements a mutual ratifi- 
cation is reserved ; or where notice at the 
time may have been given, of a departure 
from instructions ; or 1a extraordinary ca- 
ses, essentially violating the principles of 
equity ; a disavowal could not have becn 
apprehended in a case, where ne such no- 
tice or violation existed ; where no such 
ratification was reserved ; and more espe- 
cially, where, as is now in proof, an engage- 
ment, to be executed without any such 
ratification, was contemplated by the in- 
structions given, and where it had, with 
good faith, been carried into immediate ex- 
ecution, on the part of the United States. 

These considerations not having restrain- 
ed the British government from disuvow- 
ing the arrangement, by virtue of which 
its Orders in Council were to be revoked, 
and the event authorising the renewal of 
comunercial intercourse, having thus not 
taken place; it vecessurily 's came a ques- 
tion of «qual urgency sod importance, 
whether the act probibiing that toter- 
course, was not to be considered as re- 
maining in leyal force. ‘This question be- 
ing, alter duc deliberation, determpined in 





the aflipmative, @ proclamation to that ef- 


fect was issued. It could not but happen, 
however, that a return to this state of 
things, from: that which had followed an 
execution of the arrangement by the Uni- 
ted States, would involve difficulties.— 
With a view to diminish these as much as 
possible, the instructions from the Secre- 
tary of the ‘Treasury, now laid before you, 
were transmitted to the Collectors of the 
several ports. If in permitting British 
vessels to depart, without giving bonds not 
to proceed to their own ports, it should ap- 
pear that the tenor of Iegal authority has 
not been strictly pursued, it is to be ascri- 
bed to the anxious desire which was felt, 
that no individuals should be injured by so 
unforeseen an occurrence: »And I rely 
on the regard of Congress for the equita- 
ble interests of our own citizens, to adopt 
whatever further provisions may be found 


requisite, for a general remission of penal- j 


ties involuntarily incurted. 

The recall of the disavowed Minister 
having been followed by the appointment 
of a successor, hopes were indulged that 
the new mission would contribute to alle- 
viate the disappointment which had been 
produced, and to remove the causes which 
had so tong embarrassed the good under- 
standing of the two nations. It could not 
be doubted, that it would at least be char- 
ged with conciliatory explanations of the 
step which had been taken, and with pro- 
posals to be substituted for the rejected ar- 
rangement. Reasonable and universal as 
this expectation was. it also kas not been 
fulfilled. From the first official disclosures 
of the new Minister, it was found that he 
had received no authority to enter into ex- 
planations relative to either branch of the 
arrangement Cisavowed ; nor any authori- 
ty to substitute proposals, as to that branch, 
which concerned the British Orders in 
Council: And finally, that his proposals 
with respect to the other branch, the attack 
on the frigate Chesapeake, were founded 
‘on a presumption repeatedly declared to be 
inadmissible by the United States, that the 
first step towards adjustment was due from 
them; the proposals at the same time, o- 
mitting even a reference to the officer an- 
swerable for the murderous aggression, 
and asserting a claim not less contrary to 
the British laws,and British practice, than 
to the principles and obligations of the U- 
nited States. 

The correspondence between the De- 
partment of State and this Minister will 
show how unessentially the features pre- 
sented in its commencement have been va- 
ried in its progress. It will show also, 
that forgetting the respect due to all gov- 
ernments, he did not refrain from imputa- 
tions on this, which required that no fur- 
ther communications should be reccived 
from him. The necessity ofthis step will 
be made kaown to his Britannic Majesty 
through the Minister Plenipotentiary of 
the United States in London. And it 
would indicate a want of ¢onfidence due 
to the government which so well under- 
stands aud exacts what becomes foreign 
Ministers near it; hot to infer that the: 
misconduct of its own Representative will 
be viewed inthe same light, in which it 
has been regarded here. The British 
government will learn, at the same time, 
that a ready attention wil] be given to com- 
munications, through any channel which 
may be substituted. It will be happy, if 
the change in this respect should be ac- 
companied by a favorab!e revision of the 
untriendly policy, which has been so long 
pursued towards the United States. 

With France, the other belligerent, 
whose trespasses op our commercial rights 
have long been the subject of our just re- 
monstrances, the posture of our relations 
does not correspond with the mcasures 
tuken on the part of the United States, to 
effect a favorable change. The result of 
the several eommunications made to her 
government im pursuance of the authori- 
ties vested by Congress in the Executive, 
is contained in the correspondence of our 
Minister at Paris, now laid before you. 

By some of the other belligerents, al- 
though professing just and amicable dis- 
positions, injuries materially affecting our 
commerce have not been duly controlled 
or repressed. In these cases, the inter- 
positions deemed proper on our part have 
not been omitted. But it well deserves 
the consideration of the Legislature, how 
far both the safety and honor of the A- 
merican flag may be consulted, by ade- 
quate provisions against that collusive 
prostitution of it, by individuals, unworthy 
of the American name, which has so much 
favored the real or pretended suspicions, 
under which the honest commerce of their 
fellow citizens have suffered, 

In relation to the powers on the coast of 
Barbary, nothing has occurred which is 
not of a nature rather to inspire confidence 
than distrust, as to the coutinuance of the 
existing amity. With our Indian neigh- 
bors, the just and benevolent system, con- 
tinued towards them, has also preserved 
peace, and is’ more and more advancing, 
habits favorable to their civilization and 
happiness. 

een a statemem which will be made 
by the secretary of war, it will be seen that 
the fortifications on our maritime frontier 
are in Many of the ports completed ; at- 
fording the defence which was contem- 
plated, and that further time will be re- 
quired to render complete the works in 
the harbor of New-York, and in some oth- 
er places. By the chlargement of the 
works, and the employment of a greater 
number Uf hands at the public armories 
the supply of snail aris, of an improving 
quality, appears to be unuually increasing, 
at a Pate, that with those nade on private 
contracts, may be expected to go tut tor 
wards providing for the public exigency. 

The act of Congress providing for the 
equipment ef our vessels of war having 
been fully catred inte executiun, 1 refer 








to the statement of the Secretary of the 
Navy for the information which may be, 
proper on that subject. To that. state- 
ment is added a view of the transfers of 
appropriations, authorised by the act of 
the session preceding the last and of the 
grouads on which the transfers were made. 

Whatever may be the course of your 
deliberations on the subject of our military 
establishments, I should fail in my duty 
in not recommending to your serious at- 
tention the importance of giving to our 
militia the great bulwark of our security, 
and resource of our power, an organiza- 
tien the best adapted to eventual situations 
for which the United Statés ought tu be 
prepared. 

The sums which had been previously 
accumulated in the Treasury, together 
With the receipts during the year ending 
on the 30th of September Jast (and a- 
mounting to more than nine millions of 
dollars) have enabied as to fulfil all our 
engagements, and to defray the current 
expences of government witiuut recurring 
to any loan. But the insecurity of our 
commerce, and the consequent diminu- 
tion of the public revenue, will probably 
produce a deficiency in the receipts of the 
ensuing year, fur which, and for other de- 
tails, I refer to the statements which will 
be transmitted fromthe Lreasury. 

In the state which has been presented 
of our affairs with the great parties to a 
disastrous and protracted war, carried on 
in a mode equally injurious and- unjust to 
the United States as a*neutral nation, the 
wisdom of the National Legislature will 
be again summoned to the important de- 
cision of the alternatives before them.— 
That these will be met in a spirit, worthy 
the councils of a nation, conscious both of 
rectitude and of its rights, and careful as 
well of its honour as of its peace, I have 
an entire confidence. And thatthe result 
will be stamped by a unanimity becoming 
the occasion and be supported by every 
portion of our citizens, with a patriotism 
enlightened and invigorated by experience, 
ought as little to be doubted. 

In the midst of the wrongs and vexa- 
tions experienced from external causes, 
there is much room for congratulation on 
the prosperity and happiness fowing from 
our situation at home. The blessings of 
health have never been. more universal. 
The fruits of the seasons though in par- 
ticular articles and districts short of their 
redundancy, are more than sufficient for 
our wants and our comforts. The face 
of our country every where presents the 
evidence of lsudable enterprise, of exten- 
sive capital, and of durable improvement. 
ln a cultivation of the materials, and the 
extension of useful manufactures, more 
especially, in the general application to 
household fabrics, we behold a rapid di- 
minution of our dependence on foreign 
supplies. Nor is it unworthy of reflec- 
tion, that the revolution in our pursuits 
and habits is in no slight degree a conse- 
quence of those impolitic and arbitrary e- 
dicts, by which the contending nations, in 


endeavoring each of them. te ebstruct our # 


trade with the other, have so far abridged 
our means of procuring the productions 
and manufactures, of which our own are 
now taking the place. 

Recollecting always, that for every ad- 
vantage which may contribute to distin- 
guish our lot from that which others are 
doomed by the unhappy spirit of the times, 
we are indebted to that Divine Providence 
whose goodness has been as remarkably 
extended to this rising nation, it becomes 
us tocherish a devout gratitude, and to 
implore from the same omnipotent source 
a blessing on the consultations and meas- 
ures about to be undertaken for the wel- 
fare of our beloved country.

A LAW, 
To regulate private Slaughter Hous- 
es within this City. 
Passed Nov. 27, 1809. 

BE it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 

Commonalty of the city of Albany, in 
Common Council convened, That from and af- 
ter the first day of January next, it shall not be 
lawful for avy person or persons, to slaughter or 
kill any oxen, cows, heifers, calves, sheep, lambs, 
swine, or other animal, within this city, without 
first applying to the Common Council thereof, 
and receiving from them, in writifig, a licence 
granting permission so to slaughrer, which licence 
shall specify the place or building where the 
sainc is to be done, and to coutinue for one year 
and no longer, subject always to be discontinued 
at any earlier period, should the Common Coua- 
cil deem it proper. 

And be it furtherordained, That if any person 
or persous shal! slaughter or kill as aforesaid, at 
any other place or building other than that men- 
tioned in his, her, or their licence, or shall kill or 
slanghter without first obtaining a licence for the 
saine, he, she, or they, shali forfeitand pay for 
the first offence the sum of twenty dollars, and 
ou Conviction for every offence thegeafter, the fur- 
ther sum of twerty-five dollars, with costs. 

And be it further ordained, That the owner 
or owners, occupant or occupants, of any slaugh- 
ter house, building or lot, used as such, shail be 
held accountable for the condsct of his, her, or 
their agent, apprentice, or servant, acting in op- 
position to this ordmance ; provided always, and 
nothing is herein contained, to prevent citizens 
from siaughiering for their family use, as is ex- 
pressed and granied to them by the 3d section of
